ture’s perfect plan. 

If the permanent tooth does not 
come directly under the temporary 
tooth, the absorption of the root will 
either be Incomplete or it will fail to 
absorb at all, Sometimes long sliy- 
ers of the temporary tooth roots are 
left and when the crown comes off or 
an altempt {is made to extract, these 
root pleces are left to wedge in tho 
process between the permanent teeth, 
This condition always results in = in- 
flaummation, sometimes causes serious 
abscesses, and often interferes with 
the effort of the permanent tooth to 
take ils proper place in the arch, 


Pieces of the roots of temporary 
teeth should never be left in the 
mouth, 


Temporary teeth that are abscessed fi 
should always be removed, regardless 
of the age of the child. When these 
teeth are lost before the time for thelr 
permanent successor to take their 
place a retaining appliance must be 
made to hold the space so that the 
permanent tooth will not come in the 
wrong place. In nearly every case it 
is safe to give nitrous-oxide-oxygen as 
an anesthetic for children, Never al-! 
low a child to suffer any pain if you 


can avold it. Either a local or a 
general anesthetic should ulways be 
given,

For Newfoundland 


Is Being Made by Toronto Professor 
For Use of One of Dr. Grenfell’s 
Hospitals 
Professor Louls B, Stewart, Profes- 
sor of Surveying and Geodesy, Univer- 
sity of Toronto, {3 working in his 
Spare moment on a scientifically ac- 
curate sun-dial for the use of Dr. 
Grenfell’s hospital in Newfoundland. 
A sun-dial, in order to be of real serv- 
{ce, must be constructed to suit the 
latitude in which it 1s to be used and 
must be placed on the true meridian, 
In 1904 Professor Stewart was one of 
a party who went to Newfoundland to 
observe a lunar eclipse, and found at 
that time the exact longitude and latt- 
tude of that part of Newfoundland 
near which Dr. Grenfell has since 
located one of his hospitals. Hearing 
from a university student, who was 
investigating water power in New- 
foundland this summer, that the 
people in charge of the hospital have 


no means of being sure of the cor 
rect time, Professor Stewart under- 
took to make the sundial on whiew 


he is now working.

Paper from British Government Offices 
Converted Into Pulp 
Twenty-five tons of letters and docu 
ments from various Government 
offices in London are destroyed every 
month, 
| The papers to be destroyed are sent 
by each office to pulping inills in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, where they 
;are converted into pulp and then sold 
as such to pulping mills. 
} In each Government office a certain 
number of private papers and docu 
}ments are selected for destruction at 
‘the end of the month, ‘They are sort 
ed by the heads of the various depart 
nints. Then a list of them is 
hand submitted to the 
| charge of the office, 


mide 
Minister 


} should be retained, 
{the permanent files of the office. 


The 
papers selected for destruction are put 
;every day Into a special strong-room, 
{where they are cut by a machine into 
four parts and then put into sacks, 

When the sacks are sent to the pulp- 

ing mills, a responsible official wit- 
ihesses their destruction, 
In bygone days the private papers 
}of different Government departments 
were burnt. Before being burnt the 
writing was obliterated by running} 
each letter or paper through rollers | 
saturated with black ink, When ft 
was decided to reduce the papers to 
pulp, the same process was ‘adopted 
for obliterating their contents, but this 
rendered the paper almost useless for 
pulping purposes and it was decided 
to cut them in the manner mentioned 
above. 

Certain letters and documents of 
great importance are never destroyed. 
In due course they reach the Record 
| Office, where the archives of the nation 
are stored,
